Hi Folks, I am learning and having fun but do need some help. 

I am using a pair of KOSS PRO4 head phones with my kit. 

Does anyone know the impedance of these BEAUTIFUL OLD headphones? 
When I wire both ears in parallel, my kit audio and side tone 
drop too low. Could these phones be too low Z for the NE5532 amp? 
Now only one ear is being driven, audio sounds good. 


My Sw30+ kit is complete. 

During day hours, I hear lots of QRM and QRN but rarely a_ station. 

I hear a few stations only at night. Some are quite loud, some are too 
faint to copy. 

Antenna is presently receive only and really marginal...will improve 
soon. 

I think the RX section is OK, just poor antenna causing QRN QRM and weak 
signals. 


TX power out looks OK. Key down tone is clean and measures 841 hz. 
Is 841 hz correct or should frequency be closer to 800 hz? 
VFO Frequency change is smooth with TUNE pot. 


Troubles are as follows: 


1. My SW30+ Board is microphonic near NE5532 and parts. 
Caps C20 and C21 are most sensitive, cause largest pulses 
on scope when tapped. 


Should the board be microphonic when tapped or moved? 


Microphonic noise is best seen by removing antenna connection 
(quiets RX audio) 

and looking with scope at junction C27 and R14, 

with headphone attached and tapping parts or moving board. 


Microphonic was most noticable when I installed completed 
board in a home made sheet metal U shaped chassis. 
Touching the case, moving the case, 

rotating TUNE and RF GAIN POTs 

causes an annoying SOUND in headphone. 


Using finger test, for NE5532 cRUDE gain estimate.... 


Touching R3 causes 3v pp output at junction C27-R14, and headphone. 
Touching R2 causes .5 to .7 v pp. 

Should the gain be the same when touching each resistor with finger? 
Should gain be same from pin 4 and pin 5 of U3 to output C27-R14 

if I inject a few millivolts of 800 hz single 

ended to ground? 


To get accurate gain check for NE5532, 

must I check transformer couple 800 HZ 

into pins 4 and 5 of U3 with U3 removed 
and measure at C27-R14? 


2. When turning off power to board (8 AMP PS stays on), 
a loud screech is briefly heard in the headphone. Screech 
is also heard but pitch is lower when U3 is removed. 
Replaced MC5532 with a spare bought locally. 
Pitch of screech changed slightly. 


When key is down, and U3 is removed, screech pitch is lower 
when power is turned off. 

Does this suggest pin 5,6, and 7 section 

of NE5532 is oscillating during power off...with section 2,3,1 
isolated by cut-off FET? 


I removed headphone load from NE5532. 

Scope at junction of C27-R14 shows large amplitude 
oscillation for 30 seconds after power is removed. 
Frequency of oscillation decreases constantly. 


I REALLY need suggestions for trouble shooting the microphonic board. 
The turn-off screech is less important to me...can live_with that. 


If it is related to microphonics then it needs to be solved also. 


Resoldering everything did not help. No Solder bridges seen. 
Found no incorrect value parts...... no stuffing error. 

I am too close to project to do an accurate part value check. 
I checked the DC voltages at NE5532 and FET. All looked close. 
At NE5532 input pin 3 was 7.5vde (sb 8v). 

FET gate too was 7.3 volts (sb 8v). 


I am ready to strip the board of all connected cables, pots, 
except power and headphone connection 
to put the board into a TROUBLE SHOOTING mode. 


I really need some help. 
Thanks for any hints and help.

If so, I will need to purchase specific connectors 
with isolated ground pins. I have not even seen 

BNC conenctors or SO-239s with isolation from chassis. 
Same with headphone jacks.

I found the article -- it was in the October 1974 QST and was written by 
Bozidar Pasaric, YU2HL! 


He describes a "new front end" for the HW-7 intended to reduce the SWBC 
interference on 40 meters. The new front end consists of a new preselector 
input circuit that uses variable inductive coupling and a balanced mixer 
made from two BF173 transistors and a home brewed push-pull transformer 
coupling the front end to the Audio stages. 


If you look carefully the etector is very similar to that used in the ARRL's 
WARC receivers of the late 70s. Those used MPF102s and a transistor audio 
output transformer for coupling to the audio stage. 


WHile I am not certain, I think anyone who is interested can order a copy of 
the article from ARRL Headquarters. Those of you who work there and lurk 
her can confirm or deny this! 


Meanwhile, I'm still looking for an explanation of the error I get when I 
try to use the QST CD-ROM software.

Although the distortion specification is higher than a typical op-amp, the 
LM386 genre of amplifier may be better suited for a headphone application, 
especially for communications audio purposes.
